Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Parsons  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  nresent  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  15/73  of  the  Community  Health  and 
Social  Work  Division  of  the  Welsh  Office. 

The  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  cease  to  exist  at  the 
end  of  March  and,  in  view  of  the  time  taken  in  compiling  the  statistics 
the  Annual  Report  for  1972  will  probably  be  the  last  one  to  be  prepared 
by  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

It  is  now  a century  and  a quarter  since  the  first  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  appointed  in  this  country,  the  appointment  being  made 
compulsory  in  1858,  Records  in  this  Department  show  that  the  first 
appointment  made  in  Penarth  was  in  1876,  the  office  being  held  on  a 
part-time  basis  by  General  Practitioners  in  the  town,  and  this  practice 
was  followed  until  I was  appointed  in  Oanuary,  1947,  being  the  first  to 
hold  the  requisite  Post  Graduate  statutory  qualification,  i.e.  the 
Diploma  in  Public  Health. 


I wish  to  put  on  record  the  names  of  the  General  Medical  Pract- 
itioners who  acted  as  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  towns-

The  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  appeareo 
in  1894  and  the  Department  has  a complete  set  of  all  subsequent  reports 

I have  endeavoured  to  alleviate  the  boredom  of  some  of  the  stat- 
istical matter  in  Annual  Reports  by  writing,  albeit  briefly,  on  certain 
health  matters,  and  I must  thank  the  local  press  for  publicising  these 
topics  in  their  weekly  newspaper. 

Some  of  these  subjects  were  the  followings- 

Fluoridation  of  water  supplies; 

Noise  abatement  ; 

Litter  Act,  1958? 

The  South  Wales  Smallpox  outbreak  of  1962; 

The  drug  problem; 

The  unique  outbreak  in  this  country  of 
Swimming  Pool  Granuloma  in  1967; 

(Also  published  in  the  British  Medical  Dournal) 
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The  investigation  of  sea  pollution  by 
bacteriological  sampling  in  1961; 

The  problems  of  old  age. 

The  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  a long  and  honourable 
history,  and,  of  course,  has  much  to  show  in  the  way  of  progress  in 
Preventive  Medicine. 

The  most  interesting  period  was  previous  to  the  1946  National 
Health  Service  Act  when  the  majority  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
were  also  Medical  Superintendents  in  clinical  charge  of  their  own 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  when  these  diseases  were  so  much  more  rife 
than  at  present.  There  were  dramatic  moments  such  as  the  emergency 
life-saving  operation  of  tracheostomy  in  laryngeal  diphtheria. 

Tremendous  new  advances  in  curative  medicine  took  place  in  the 
late  1930s  with  the  discovery  of  chemical  agents  such  as  the  "sulpha" 
drugs  which  were  capable  of  inhibiting  or  destroying  disease-producing 
bacteria  in  the  body  without  harming  the  individual  concerned. 

Following  these,  come  the  antibiotics  with  their  dramatic  cure  of  many 
diseases  previously  devoid  of  specific  treatment,  I was  a resident 
Medical  Officer  in  a large  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  during  the 
first  two  years  of  the  war  and  I am  glad  that  I experienced  these 
dramatic  advances  at  first  hand. 

Statistics 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  according  to  the  Registrar 
General's  statistics  was  23,640.  The  actual  population  of  the  town  on 
the  Census  Day,  the  5th  April,  1971,  was  strangely  enough  exactly 
24,000. 

The  population  in  the  1896  Census  was  10,166. 

Births 

There  were  338  births  to  Penarth  mothers  during  the  year,  24  less 
than  the  previous  year,  and  only  13  being  at  home,  a record  low  figure 
for  domiciliary  confinements.  The  greatly  increased  family  planning 
may,  of  course,  be  a factor  in  this. 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  seven  infant  deaths  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
21  per  1,000  live  births.  (Page  12  ) 

Deaths 

Strangely  enough,  the  figure  of  338  deaths  during  the  year  coincided 
exactly  with  the  number  of  births. 

Deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  and  Coronary  Artery  Disease  were  the  highest 
ever  recorded  in  the  town,  an  increase  of  more  than  25/S  on  previous 
figures.  (Page  15  ) 
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Of  the  108  deaths  from  CoronaryArtery  Disease,  fortunately  only 
Stine  were  under  55  years  of  age. 

Despite  anti-smoking  health  propaganda  the  public  purse, 
unfortunately,  has  only  been  able  to  afford  a fraction  of  the  many 
millions  of  pounds  spepb  by  the  Tobacco  Companies  in  the  subtle 
advertising  of  their  wares.  It  is  no  wonder  that  there  is  no  signif- 
icant reduction  in  tobacco  consumption. 

Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  by  medical 
practitioners  in  practice  or  hospitals  is  shown  on  page  17. 

T uberculosis 

Only  four  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year,  one  of  these  being  an  olderly  person. 

Food  Poisoning 

Although  only  three  persons  suffering  from  food  poisoning  were 
notified  to  me,  I strongly  surmise  that  there  were  many  more  not 
investigated,  or  who  may  have  contacted  it  whilst  on  holiday  abroad 
and  not  consulted  medical  practitioners  on  returning  to  this  country. 

Preventive  Immunisation 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  in 
the  main  by  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  to  a 
lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners,  are  shown 
on  page  20, 

The  practice  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  as  a routine  in 
infancy  was  discontinued  in  1971  on  the  advice  of  the  Ooint  Advisory 
Committee  for  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  who  were  impressed  by  the 
marked  progress  made  in  the  smallpox  eradication  schemes  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation. 

As  recently  as  seven  years  ago,  30  countries  were  still  harbouring 
endemic  smallpox,  whilst  now  there  are  only  four. 

Travellers  to  certain  countries  are  advised  to  undergo  smallpox 
vaccination  before  goxng  to  and  returning  from  such  countries. 

As  the  signature  of  medical  practitioners  on  the  smallpox  cert- 
ificate have  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Health  Department,  we  know  the 
number  of  those  travelling  abroad,  either  to  emigrate  or  on  holiday, 
the  figure  for  the  year  being  415, 

Health  Services 

A list  of  Hospitals,  Hostels  and  other  Institutions  situated  in 
Penarth,  together  with  details  of  the  various  Clinics  administered  by 
my  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  are  shown 
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on  pages  21  and  22« 


The  outstanding  Public  Health  problems  at  present  are,  of  course, 
concerned  with  Man's  environment,  particularly  man-made  pollution  of 
the  atmosphere  and  contamination  of  our  rivers,  streams  and  sea. 

Health  Centre 

The  Health  Centre  which  had  been  mooted  for  many  years  finally 
come  into  being,  and  was  occupied  in  October,  1973,  being  situated  in 
a fairly  central  situation  opposite  the  former  clinic  "Beecroft"  in 
Stanwell  Road, 

Seven  medical  practitioners  comprising  two  large  medical 
practices  operate  from  this  Centre,  in  addition  to  the  numerous  clinics 
and  activities  of  the  local  Health  Authority,  (see  page  22) 

Services  for  the  Elderly 

Trinity  Day  Centre  has  continued  to  thrive,  both  as  a Day  Centre 
and  a Luncheon  Club,  dispensing  on  an  average  50  lunches  a day  on  four 
days  a week  to  those  experiencing  difficulties  in  catering  for  them- 
selves at  home.  It  also  serves  as  a Social  Centre  with  the  provision 
of  light  refreshments  in  the  morning  and  afternoon. 

As  a result  of  negotiations  between  Albert  Road  Methodist  Church 
and  the  Council,  and  the  devotion  of  a band  of  hard-working,  skillful 
voluntary  members  from  the  Church,  a second  Day  Centre  is  almost  ready 
for  occupation. 

Resulting  from  these  labours,  the  main  Chapel  has  been  converted 
into  a well  equipped  Social  Centre  which  will  also  function  as  a Day 
Centre  providing  up  to  80  lunches  a day. 

In  March,  1972,  the  Council  appointed  a patt-time  Day  Centre 
Organiser  with  the  necessary  qualifications,  the  appointment  becoming 
a full-time  one  six  months  later. 

Town  Survey 

During  the  summer  of  1973,  I was  fortunate  enough  to  get  offers 
of  help  from  a number  of  Post  Graduate  Students  of  the  School  of 
Social  Studies  of  the  University  College,  Cardiff. 

Several  meetings  were  held  to  draw  up  a questionnaire,  and  follow- 
ing briefings  and  suitable  publicity,  a door-to-door  survey  of  the 
town  was  carried  out  in  an  endeavour  to  assess  the  needs  of  those 
elderly  people  living  alone,  or  house-bound  for  one  reason  or  another. 

It  will  be  obvious  that  this  survey  entailed  a great  deal  of 
patient  work,  and  I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Day  Centre  Organiser 
and  the  dedicated  Post  Graduate  Students  who  undertook  the  bulk  of  the 
work. 

The  preliminary  analysis  of  the  replies  revealed  much  and  high- 
lighted the  needs  of  the  elderly  group  in  the  community. 

Eu 


C o mm u nity  Concern 


With  a view  to  meeting  same  of  tho  outstanding  needs,  I thought 
it  best  to  convene  a meeting  of  the  numerous  voluntary  organisations 
in  the  town. 

About  a score  of  organisations  attended  the  first  meeting,  and 
after  considerable  discussion,  it  was  resolved  to  appoint  a Steering 
Party.  This  Party  has  met  and  recommended  that  in  the  first  instance, 
we  should  aim  at  a pilot  scheme  in  the  north  end  of  the  town  and 
attempt  to  recruit  Street  Warden  Observers  and  regular  visitors  to 
those  who  had  indicated  their  need  for  such  a service. 

It  has  also  been  recommended  that  this  activity  be  called 
"Community  Concern"  and  I trust  will,  in  the  fullness  of  time,  grow 
into  a worthwhile  project  and  be  able  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  town 
and  meet  the  multifarious  needs  as  revealed  in  the  survey. 

Noise  Abatement  - Noise  by  .Music 

Florence  Nightingale,  as  long  ago  as  1859,  wrote  "Unnecessary 
noise  is  the  most  cruel  absence  of  care  that  can  be  inflicted  when 
either  sick  or  well," 

I should  like  to  see  improved  legislation  regarding  noise  abate- 
ment, not  only  in  the  open  but  in  places  of  public  entertainment 
where  an  acceptable  level  of  noise  should  be  determined,  so  that 
legislation  can  be  introduced  and  enforced  by  the  Noise  Control 
Officers  of  the  new  Local  Authorities. 

I have  measured  the  level  of  sound  emitted  by  dance  band  music  at 
two  dance  halls  and  obtained  readings  in  excess  of  80  decibels  at  1C 
meters,  considerably  in  excess  of  the  noise  of  a vacuum  cleaner  in  a 
room  at  10  feet,  or  a ringing  alarm  clock  at  2 feet.  Under  these 
conditions,  conversation  is  possible  only  between  dances,  and,  in  my 
experience,  the  members  of  the  dance  band  are  not  only  indifferent  to 
this,  but  appear  to  be  in  ignorance  of  the  deleterious  effect  on  their 
hearing  over  a period  of  years.  Admittedly,  the  younger  generation  are 
conditioned  to  this  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  octogenerians 
in  the  large  open  spaces  of  the  world  such  as  Somaliland  continue  to 
have  perfect  hearing. 

Smoking  in  Public  Places 

Here,  also,  there  is  room  for  legislation  regarding  minimum 
standards  of  ventilation  and  extractor  systems  in  places  frequented  by 
the  public  such  as  places  of  entertainment,  public  houses,  clubs,  etc. 

The  heavy  smoker  is  a selfish  animal,  and  is  oblivious-. not  only  to 
the  offence  he  causes  to  others,  but  in  the  absence  of  adequate  ventil- 
ation, forces  his  non-smoking  companions  to  become  passive  smokers,  the 
only  defence  open  to  the  victim  being  to  vacate  the  premises. 

I have  often  been  amused  at  the  reaction  of  rugged  characters  such 
as  all-weather  golfers  or  those  who  think  nothing  of  sea  fishing  for 
hours  on  end  in  sub-zero  temopratures  when  a brave  non-smoker  switches 
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on  an  extractor  fan.  They  would  appear  to  be  terrified  of  a’draught' 
of  2 m.p.h.  Only  when  a heavy  smoker  has  given  up  smoking  for  a 
period  is  he  aware  of  the  offence  he  must  have  caused  others  and  is 
full  of  contrition. 

Litter  Act,  1958 

This  is  an  example  of  a sample  piece  of  legislation  which  was  badly 
needed,  but  as  far  as  I can  see,  has  been  more  or  less  ignored  by  Local 
Authorities  because  they  have  failed  to  designate  Officers  to  enforce 
the  working  of  the  Act. 

Prosecutions  are  rare  events,  although  the  majority  of  the  pop- 
ulation appear  to  offend  frequently.  The  maximum  penalty  is  now  £100. 

Exhortation  having  failed,  I am  convinced  that  a short,  sharp 
blitz  of  prosecutions  with  Magistrates  doing  their  duty  would  have  a 
salutary  effect.  This  should,  of  course,  be  combined  with  a much  more 
generous  distribution  of  easily  identified  litter  receptacles,  both  in 
town  and  country. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

(Removal  of  Persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention) 

No  action  was  takenuunder  Section  47  of  the  above  Act  during  the 
year,  i.e.  the  compulsory  removal  on  a Court  Order  of  persons  "who  are 
unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons 
proper  care  and  attention." 

Conclusions 

Finally,  I wish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support. 

I would  also  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  departmental  staff,  and  also  for  their  help  in  the  preparation  of 
the  Annual  Reports.

There  are  three  District  Nurses  working  full  time 
and  three  part-time  District  Nurses  in  the  Penarth  area.  During  the  year, 
these  Nurses  attended  to  700  patients  in  their  homes. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  these  cases 
throughout  the  year  was  14,947  and  of  these,  11,920  visits  were  made 
to  persons  who  were  over  65  years  of  age.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 

The  town  received  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  water  from  the 
Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock  Beacons.  .The  water 
is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there  being  no  real 
concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a degree  of  economy 
being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses. 

52  Bacteriological  and  nine  Chemical  Samp las  of  water  were  taken 
from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  Two  Bact- 
eriological samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in 
the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope. 

All  Penarth  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
water  mains. 


Rainfall 

Total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  34.34  inches,  rain  being  recorded 
on  181  days  as  compared  with  151  days  in  1971. 

The  average  rainfall  over  the  past  25  years  was  39.13  inches. 


Sewage  Disposal 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  in  Penarth  consists  of  five  sewer 
outfalls  all  discharging  directly  into  tidal  waters.  No  form  of  treat 
ment  is  applied  to  the  sewage  before  its  disposal. 


Refuse  Disposal 

In  order  to  control  fly  infestation  on  the  Council’s  refuse  tip, 
treatment  was  commenced  in  May  and  continued  until  the  middle  of 
October. 

During  this  period,  25  treatments  were  carried  out  which  consisted 
of  spraying  the  entire  face  and  surface  of  the  refuse  tip  with  liquid 
tip  dressing. 

This  resulted  in  a noticeable  decrease  in  fly  infestation  through- 
out the  Urban  District,  and  it  was  decided  that  these  treatments  should 
be  continued  during  1973.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year  was  403,  and,  altogether,  2,003  visits  of  inspection 
were  carried  out . 

The  method  used  for  rate  and  mice  destruction  by  the 
Department  was  that  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agric- 
ulture, Fisheries  and  Food. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued 
during  the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half-yearly  treatments  as 
recommended  by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025^  pure 
Warfarin  with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  and  Para- 
nitrophenol . 

During  each  treatment,  386  manholes  and  side  entrances 
were  directly  baited,  and  at  the  treatment  carried  out  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  it  was  found  that  only  eight  lengths  of  sewer 
showed  evidence  of  rat  infestation.

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 
Licensing  of  Premises 

The  Animals  Boarding  Establishments  Act  provides  for  a system 
of  licensing  and  inspection  by  the  Council  of  any  establishment 
at  which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs 
is  carried  on. 

No  applications  for  a licence  under  this  Act  were  received 
during  the  year. 

REGISTRATION  - SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Under  the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  no  person  can  carry  on  the 
business  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealer  in  the  Urban  District  unless 
registered  with  the  Council. 

During  the  year,  one  person  registered  with  the  Council, 
making  a total  of  eight  registrations  under  the  Act, 
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PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS  ACTS,  1928/36 

Nineteen  Licences  were  issued  to  store  petroleum  spirit 
at  Garages  in  the  Urban  District. 

The  total  storage  capacity  licensed  was  112,900  gallons. 

All  the  premises  were  inspected  and  advice  given. 


EXPLOSIVES  ACTS,  1875  and  1923 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  also  appointed  as  Explosives 
Inspectors,  and  all  premises  registered  with  the  Council  for  the 
storage  and  sale  of  mixed  explosives  (fireworks)  were  inspected. 

Twelve  premises  were  registered  by  the  Council,  and  prior 
to  the  5th  November,  all  retailers  were  circularised  with  leaflets 
setting  out  the  main  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  fireworks 
and  provided  with  pasters  from  the  Home  Safety  Committee  on  the 
safe  handling  of  fireworks. 


GAMING  ACT,  1968 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  undertake  the  inspection  of 
oremisos  where  applications  have  been  made  for  permits  for  the 
provision  of  amusements  with  prizes. 

Permits  have  been  granted  in  respect  of  one  restaurant 
and  a leisure  centre. 
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
